TIME LIMIT IS ABOUT UP 


Bulk of Petitions in, and Total 


Number May Reach Seven- 
teen or Eighteen Thousand 


People of North Dakota will vote on 


Nov. 3 on five proposed laws. This 
was assured today when petitions con,- 
taining several thousand names in ex- 
cess ot the 10,600 required to initiate 
a measure were in the hands of tie 
secretary of state. Two employes be- 
gan counting the petitions yesterday 
afternoon. 
The proposed laws are: (1)—Pro- 


viding regular examination for the 
Bank of North- Dakota; (2)—Giving 
counties, city, villages, townships and 
school boards right to handle their 
own money through their own banks 
if they wish, instead of the compul- 
sory law requiring deposits in the 
Bank- of North Dakota; (3)—Prohibit 
ing the Bank of North Dakota from 
loaning money other than to actual 
resident farmers of state; (4)—-Permit 
ting publication of private legal no 
tices in local, rather than 
official 


county newspapers; (5)—Placing all 
strictly educational matters under th< 
direct supervision of the superintend 
ent of public instruction. 


May Reach 18.000 


The petitions were' obtained by the 


Independent Voters' association of 
North Dakota. 
•.,Thp number of petitions probably 
will reach 17,000 or 18 000, it was esti 
mated at the office of the secretary of 
state. The law provides that petitions 
for the initiation of laws must be filed 
90 days before the election, which will 
be on November S. 
Petitions will be received at the 
secretary of state's office until tumor 
row night, but thf petitions received 
tomorrow, on the 90th day, will be 
kept aside, as there might be a qmss 
tion raised as to whether or not the 
petitions received oivlke 80th dnr be 
fore election are valid. 


P«w In Today 


The bulk of the petitions are In. A 


few came in today. 
It probably will 


take several days to count and check 
the petitions, but there is no doubt 
but that there are sufficient to assure 
that the proposed laws will be voted 
upon 
The petitions came from every 


part of the ttiAp.

tiate an armistice, not only fail- 
ed to obtain terms from the 
Russians but was sent back to 
Warsaw by the Soviet author- 
ities, who demanded that the 
emissaries obtain a mandate to 
take up peace negotiations. This 
will delay even the beginning of 
the armistice negotiations until 
tomorrow at the earliest, 


Meanwhile the resistance of the 


Polish army, which apparently had 
been stiffening, has again relaxed 
under the tremendous pressure of the 
Bolsheviki army. 


Coincident with the serious mili- 
tary developments that a Soviet gov- 
einment has been set up in the por- 
tions of Poland which the Bolsheviki 
have ovar-run.

He 
ilressos like him, lias the same manner 
Isms and voice, and is sufficiently, fa- 
miliar with Perkins' past to assume 
his Identitv before acqiialntances-r-but 
be cannot \vrlte IJie him. 


For tins tlref^ of hl» personality Pep- 


kins has i>hid painfully. Jie lias been 
Imprisoned five tlinee, being acquitted 
'ach time at the subsequent trial. Four 
Aurrants are now oui. for his arrest, 
and a cloud of Alflplclim hnnss over 
him that may result in other warrants. 
Ills saving* of !?tiOO have been spent to 
earn his freedom, and most of his fur- 
niture and Jiis wife's keepsakes have 
been sold to support his family of sis 
children while he has been In jail. 


He was first arrested October 15, 


1819, for fraud at Gloucester. 
Five 


days after his release he was arrested 
npnln and taken to Chesterfield, in 
Derbyshire, where he was remanded 
for trial on U\(B declarations of. four 
persons that"there could be no ,doubt 
he was the man who ha<T defrauded 
them. Yet he qever had been In Ches- 
terfield before In his life. At the Der- 
byshlre asslstes He proved that on the 
day of The frautl he vv as at the Uttox- 
eter market In Staffordshire. Fourteen 
old specimens j>f ills handwriting were 
produced. None of them was anything 
like the criminal's. 


The jur> promptly acquitted Per- 


kins. While his friends were congratu- 
lating him In the courtroom a police- 
man pressed forward nnd arrested him 
for other allowed frauds. They dragged 
him off to Hull police station, Where 
Perkins says he lay that night wonder- 
Ing If he v\us "mud or only'dreamlng." 
In Hull he wns again' positively Iden- 
tified, nnd h4 hnd to remain 18 days 
In Hull prison before his trial. This 
time he had 14 witnesses to prove his 
presence at various markets distant 
from Hull on the dates thaf the frauds 
were committed. 


"I could hnve produced sixty wit- 


nesses," said Perkins, "but it took my 
tost cent to pay tBe fares of the four- 
teen."

What part are women destined to play in bring- 


ing to realization the words of Browning: "God's 
in His heaven; all's right with the world!" 
, Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt believes it will be a 
big and a good part. She so predicts after having 
come into contact with influential women from 
many lands at the Geneva gathering of the Inter- 
national Woman Suffrage Alliance. Women, she 
says, will do much to neutralize the destructive 
conflict between the two extremes of reaction and 
radicalism. They are not in favor of "red" radi- 
calism or of revolution because these strike in 
such a deatHy-way-in— most-eases^-against that 
which is to them most sacred and dearest to their 
hearts. The women of Europe revolt, as a rule, 
from the social and political philosophy of a Lenin. 
They are equally against the old autocracies with 
their scorn of women's voices in affairs. 
They 


are for progress along the saner and safer lines— 
for progress is undershot with the Christian ideal. 


Woman suffrage has made amazing headway 


since the war. That is true of the United States

"Ain't you got no more home runs left, Babe?" 
"Vou*re slippin', Babe!" 
Such is the wajr the people eventually handle 


their heroes, Babe Ruth. You've probably been 
too busy lately knocking out home runs to read 
what history has to say about ungrateful peoples 
who have razzed other kings. Napoleon, once the 
darling of France, fled Paris after Waterloo, while 
hooting mobs raged through the streets. True, 
about 20 years later, Paris gave Napoleon a great 
ovation on his return from St. Helena, but he was 
dead then.
